YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, May 31. 
(P)—The Memorial Day calm 
- along the Chicago to Buffalo steel 
strike front after Sunday night’s 
bloody battle in South Chicago, 
gave way tonight to fresh skir- 
mishing and gun fire as civil au- 
thorities pressed for peace. 

Pickets and loyal mill workers 
clashed at the gates of Republic’s 
steel plant in Warren, Ohio. Three 
pickets were treated for head 
wounds by physicians. 

Republic Steel’s chartered air- 
planes, carrying food to beleaguer- 
ed workers in the Warren plant, 
escaped an exchange of gun fire 
from within and without the plant. 

Both in Warren and in Chicago, 
civil authorities conferred with 
strikers and steel executives, coun- 
seling peace.

Pickets Attacked. 

Eyewitnesses said about 300 Re- 
public workers rushed out of the 
Warren. plant early tonight and 
drove off 40 men manning the 
picket lines after a short but fu- 
rious skirmish with clubs and iron 
bars. Two pickets who identified 
themselves as Ray Powell and C, 
Bowman were treated by physi- 
cians for head injuries. The third 
injured man was not identified.

Two cabin planes employed by 
Republic Steel landed and took off 
again at an improvised field inside 
the corporation’s Warren plants 
late today. 

Planes Fired On.

From a distance the 
firing appeared to come from the 
railroad right-of-way near the 
plant. Answering shots, apparent- 
ly aimed at the railroad embank- 
ment, were reported to have come 
from inside the plant grounds.

Official reasoning was thus: 

The Deutschland was attacked 
Saturday without reason while she 
lay in the Spanish Insurgent har- 
bor of Ibiza, Mediterranean isle; 
Almeria was destroyed in revenge; 
the incident now is closed. 

“The reich’s government will 
not participate-in the control sys- 
tem (the patrol of Spanish coast- 
land to prevent influx of arms and 
men) nor sessions of the non-in- 
tervention committee as long as 
‘no guarantee is given that such 
happenings will not recur,” a com- 
munique said. ; 

“The reich’s government, of 
course, will decide according to its 
own ideas on measures to be taken 
toward the Red rulers in answer 
to the unexampled and treacher- 
ous assaults. (Germany and Italy 
recognize Insurgent Generalissimo 
Franco as ruler of Spain.) 

“It has in addition ordered its 
warships for the duration of this 
condition to ward off by force ev- 
ery approaching Red Spanish 
plane or man of war.” 

A foreign office spokesman em- 
phasized, however, that naval 
commanders were instructed to 
shoot only if there is danger of 
attack. 

“No State of War.” 

Likewise, Germany does not con- 
sider herself in a state of war 
with Valencia. (Spanish govern- 
ment officials charged Germany 
was waging open war against the 
republic.) 

Reich authorities expressed. re- 
lief that British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden appeared’ to view’ 
the situation calmly: His state- 
ment to the house of commons 
that he hoped Germany would 
take no further action to heighten 
tension was regarded here as in- 
dication he is ready to regard the 
incident closed.

HENRY TANNER DIES 
AT HOME IN PARIS 


Former Atlanta Negro, Pio- 
neer Artist of Race, At- 
tains Eminence. 


Henry Ossawa Tanner, one of 
the first negroes to attain promi- 
nence as a painter and former in- 
structor at Clark University, died 
last week at his home in Paris, it 
was learned here yesterday. 

He was born in Pittsburgh, but 
when 5 years old his family 
moved to Philadelphia. His first 
art instructor was Thomas Eakins, 
of the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts. 

When he was 23 years old he 
moved to Atlanta and became a 
teacher at Clark University in ad- 
dition to operating a photographic 
business here. In addition to his 
activities at Clark University and 
in the art field, he was vitally in- 
terested in negro problems and 
served on many important inter- 
racial committees. 

“Fisher Folk of Etaples,” one of 
Tanner’s works, was recently pre- 
sented to the High Museum of 
Art by J. J. Haverty. The work 
is rated as one of the best con- 
temporary paintings ever done in 
Atlanta. 

Most of Tanner’s paintings were 
of a religious nature and many 
may be seen in museums in Amer- 
ica and Europe. 

His study in Paris was made 
possible by painters in Philadel- 
phia who were interested in the 
negro’s work. 

It is reported he once sold a 
painting in Atlanta for $250, but 
only collected $15. He lived his 
first year in Paris on $365. His 
photographic business in Atlanta 
was so unsuccessful that for sev- 
eral months his daily menu con- 
sisted only of corn mush and ap- 
ple sauce.

SEEKING UNEMPLOYMENT FACTS 

Senator Hatch, of New Mexico, in a bill 

which has received the approval of the senate 
education and labor committee, proposes a com- 
plete investigation of the unemployment situa- 
tion in the nation by a special citizens’ com- 
mission. One of the first duties of the commis- 
sion would be to make an accurate and de- 
pendable estimate of the number of unem- 
ployed. . 
The advisory committee on education, ap- 
pointed by the President, is launching a study 
of vocational training as a weapon against un- 
employment and a means to reduce the need of 
public relief for the jobless. 

The two proposals, though independent of 
each other, offer together the most intelligent 
program on the relief situation yet instituted. 
It is only through, first, a thorough understand- 
ing of the problem and its scope, and, second, 
a sustained system of education, that the bur- 
den of caring for impoverished, idle workers 
may be lifted from the taxpayers. 

Ever since congress. was asked, in the Presi- 
dent’s budget message, to appropriate $1,500,000- 
000 for the relief administration, there has been 
a demand from advocates of governmental 
economy for an official census of the unem- 
ployed. These demands have, so far, been ig- 
nored. 

A census of the jobless by an impartial 
commission, such as that proposed by Sena- 
tor Hatch, would provide definite knowledge 
by which the amount of appropriation needed 
could be determined. Neither those who ad- 
vocate the $1,500,000,000 appropriation nor 
those who contend $1,000,000,000 would be suf- 
ficient, can reasonably object. Both sides, 
presumably, desire only the amount actually 
needed and neither can logically object to any 
unbiased effort to find the truth. 4 

The proposal of the President's committee 
on education is aimed at the long campaign 
to eliminate the need for relief. It is self-evi- 
dent the great majority of the unemployed to- 
day belong to the—unskilled class of labor. 
Thére is a swelling demand by private industry 
for competent, trained wor ers and, in many 
lines, production is already handicapped by a 
Jack of such labor. 

A program of proper vocational education 
of the unemployed would, ultimately, result in 
providing the trained workers in demand and 
at the same time remove, in greater. and great- 
er number, the unskilled labor from the ranks 
. of the unemployed and the public relief rolls. 

There should be machinery provided for 
periodic surveys of the unemployed and pro- 
vision for educating the idle in fields for which 
there is serious shortage of competent, trained 
men and women. Such a combination pro- 
gram will go far toward eliminating the need 
for relief and will contribute heavily to raising 
the living standards of American workers as a 


whole.

aggrandizement and hoping to bolster personal 
power, threaten to plunge the continent into a 
new" holocaust of death, with Spain as the

SOWING THE SEEDS OF VIOLENCE 

In Chicago five are dead and 88 injured as 
the result of a clash with brickbats and guns 
between police and CIO steel strikers. Thus, 
the inevitable result follows the law-defying 
tactics of the leaders of the labor faction head- 
ed by John BL. Lewis.: | 

Such an outcome has been imminent since 
the CIO first instituted the “sit-down” strike, 
violating the rudimentary property rights of 
fellow citizens and attempting to dictate to all 
workers when and under what conditions they 
shall be permitted to earn a.living. 

It is an inalienable right of the American 
workman that he shall be permitted to work 
for wages and under conditions of his own 
choosing. Whether that choice is made indi- 
vidually or as the result of proper, lawful con- 
tract entered into between the employer and 
a majority of the workers, labor has the right 
to expect the protection of law enforcement 
authorities against the attacks of minorities 


in its own ranks or of disturbers from outside. 


There are, unquestionably, at least some :: 
dustries whose workers, in overwhelming ma- 
jority, are entirely content with their present 
wages and conditions of work. In some in- 
stances these groups are not affiliated with 
any national labor organization. In others 


they are units of the American Federation of 


Labor. When radical minorities, or outside 
factions, resort to force in their attempts to 
control such employed groups, they put them- 
selves outside the pale of the law and, if open 
clashes result, the blame lies only upon their 
own shoulders. 

The American Federation of Labor, headed 
by its president, William Green, has won the 
confidence and respect of employers and the 
nation as a whole through the years it has con- 
stituted organized: labor in America. It will 
have the support of all Americans who believe 
in the basic rights of property, whether that 
property be material or the right of the work- 
er to work, in its present struggle with the 
CIO. 

Certainly organized labor will be the chief 
sufferer if the zeal of the CIO chieftains goes 
beyond the bounds of reason, and greéd for 
power and influence brings strife and violence 
in the ranks or the workers of the country.

GEORGE F. BAKER 

The death of George F. Baker, chairman of 
the First National Bank of New York, and 
former director of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, brings his name into greater public 
prominence than any incident of his career. 
Though he was reputed to possess approxi- 
mately $500,000,000, his name was rarely heard 
outside of the immediate circle of his business 
activity. To the public at large he was an un- 
familiar figure. 

At the time of his death, he was listed in a 
group of wealthy men charged, by the United 
States Treasury Department, with failure to 
pay large sums due in taxes. Baker, according 
to government officials, had failed to pay 
$246,822 in “gift” taxes. 


If reports of the Baker fortune are correct, 
his death will bring to the federal treasury 
$347,362,600 in estate taxes. This is at the rate 
of 70 per cent, fixed in 1935 as the levy on all 
holdings of $50,000,000 and over. 

Men and women of great wealth, as well as 
those in the higher income brackets, do not, 
as a.rule, object to contributing heavily to the 
cost of government, when they are convinced 
their payments are to. be used efficiently and 
wisely. It is when they observe the reckless 
spending that characterizes so many public af- 
fairs they are tempted to avail themselves, if 
possible, of legal loopholes in the tax laws. 

If government conducted its fiscal affairs 
with the efficiency of the companies with which 
George F. Baker, and others like Him, were af- 
filiated, the federal treasury would find few 
causes for recurrent “campaigns,” against so- 
called “wealthy tax dodgers.”

Christian Social Justice. 


“In the Basque country,” the 
English prelate goes on to say, 
“the churches are constantly open 
and are centers of a strong reli- 
gious life. They are in constant 
use by men and women for reli- 
gious purposes. In one church 
alone there were 7,000 communi- 
cants on the Sunday. we were 
there. Senor Mendiguren, head of 
the department of foreign rela- 
tions in Bilbao, told us that before 
deciding to take up arms in de- 
fense of the republic he had con- 
sulted the authorities of the 
church, The Basque government 
considers its policy (of supporting 
Madrid against Franco) to be the 
expression of Christian social jus- 
tice. , 
“The delegation was very fa- 
vorably impressed by the efforts 
of the Basque government to im- 
prove social conditions and _ to 
care for destitution and distress. 
Within two days of the destruc- 
tion of Durango, two thousand 
five hundred refugees had been 
provided for in Bilbao alone. We 
saw a new camp for political pris- 
oners. It might serve as a model 
for any country in Europe. Its in- 
mates were better provided for 
than the militia in any of the bar- 
racks we visited. We found other 
striking evidence of the desire to 
maintain the strictest principles of 
justice in the treatment of politi- 
eal enemies. Political  pris- 
oners in Bilbao were unan- 
imous in assuring us that they 
were well treated, and their ap- 
pearance, their good spirits, and 
the freedom with which they talk- 
ed to us and among themselves 
corroborated their statements. 
Three women, whom we met in 
had been sentenced to 
death as spies, but the sentences 
had been commuted. The .govern- + 
ment will not execute women . .-« 
Civilian Morale. 


“The delegation,” Canon John- 
son goes on to write, “also visited 
Barcelona, Valencia and Madrid. 
We were given evidence of the 
educational work which the gov- 
ernment is already carrying out 
in the schools which have been 
established along the coast for 
children evacuated from the dan- 
ger zone. The efficiency of these 
schools is of a high standard. In 
Madrid we were impressed by the 
morale of the civilian population, 
which is carrying on the normal 
functions of civilized 1lif@ in spite 
of daily bombardments and food 
shortage. 

“We are satisfied that even in 
those parts of government terri- 
tory where churches are closed 
the reasons for this are temporary 
and well grounded. All parties are 
unanimous in supporting the prin- 
ciple of religious freedom and in 
insisting that as soon as conditions 
allow, facilities for free religious 
worship shall be provided for all 
who desire them.”

WHEN IS A MAN OLD?

The United States army retires 
a man who has reached: the age of 
65 years, no matter how keen he 
may 

“A man is as old as his arteries.” 


This is not more profound than 
the general run of axioms. A man’s 
arteries are as old as his ways of 
living. But it will do for our pres- 
ent purpose. Some men’s arteries 
begin to harden at 30 or 35. Oth- 
ers not until 50 or 55. Arterioscle- 
rosis is caused by several diseases 
or poisons, such as syphilis, alco- 
hol, tobacco, lead, overeating, the 
toxins of typhoid, pneumonia, in- 
fluenza, the poison of rage, pain, 
anger, fear, anxiety (adrenin). The 
old timers generally considered old 
age the chief cause. Newer knowl- 


| edge of nutrition indicates that old 


age is rather the effect of harden- 
ed arteries. A man’s arteries are 
as hard as he lives. 

Yes, indeed, women have ar- 
teriosclerosis, but, until the once 
gentle sex took over smoking, 
drinking and wearing pants, less 
than 1 per cent of the cases of ar- 
teriosclerosis in women began at 
the ages of 40 to 50 years, whereas 
20 per cent of the cases in men 
begin before 50. Probably the sta- 
tistics will tell a different story 
in the next 10 or 20 years. For in- 
stance, in the past women have 
rarely if ever lost a leg from ex- 
cessive smoking, while many male 
cigaret smokers have suffered 
angiitis obliterans which has ne- 
cessitated amputation. From the 
immoderate and reckless way girls 
abuse tobacco (with or without 
alcohol) these parlous times it 
would seem they are entitled to 
what satisfaction they get from 
exhibiting their legs while they 
have ’em. 

A man-far advanced in senility 
may preserve some of his physical 
and mental faculties far into the 
seventies. His memory may be re- 
markably clear and his judgment 
on matters or questions of yeSter- 
year sound enough. But he is ada- 
mant to new concepts and general- 
ly resentful of all change in life 
and customs.

CHATEAU DE CANDE, Monts, 
France, May 31.—Wallis Warfield 
has, been accused, by some of her 
detractors, of being an ambitious 


intriguer for the throne of Great 
Britain and the empire. Her an- 
swer is a spirited and indignant 
denial. 

In fact, she spontaneously prof- 
fered to me the words: “I do so 
hope the new King will have a 
really great reign,” in accents of 
simple sincerity. : 

A woman whose looks are those 
of a great distinction, rather than 
of mere fleeting beauty, of exqui- 
site proportions, Wallis Warfield 
has the rare charm of unique per- 
sonality. 

There is something so sp4rkling, 
so alert and alive about her, some- 
thing so good-natured and true. 

Reminds One of Old South. 

She has the unusual gift of lis- 
tening so attentively that her cour- 
tesy ‘reminds: one of the old south. 

If I had to pick out one word 
before all others and describe her, 
I think it would be: genuine. 

So far from the gossip about her 
luxurious life being in any rela- 
tion to truth, the reality is that 
her preferences are those of any 
woman who has inherited and cul- 
tivated good taste in high degree, 
and who can distinguish elegance 
of style from wasteful and stupid 
profusion. 

Luxury is no paramount neces- 
sity of her existence. 

Doesn’t Complain. 

A friend of mine who once went 
camping in a group with her and 
certain others in the deserts of 
North Africa has glowingly des- 
cribed to me how serenely she en- 
dured all the inevitable hardships 
and discomforts, without uttering 
a single murmur. “The least com- 
plaining member of the party,” he 
described her. 

That she admires the beautiful 
4s true. That she turns naturally 
to what is worth while in most 
walks of life is but the bare fact. 

When I last left her she was 
taking refuge in that lovely book 
of Henry Adams, “Mont-Saint-

“tenth transmission of a foolish 
face.” She judges people by what 
they are, not by their forbears’ 
attainments. 

What of the future of the Duke 
of Windsor and the woman he will 
marry June 3? 5 

Dare one hope that the most 
widely discussed couple of modern 
times may ever attain any quiet 
privacy together? 

Or must their short romance— 
for remember, neither is young, 
both are now in their early forties 
—be floodlit and deprived of ev- 
ery chance of quiet serenity by 
the eternal limelight of insatiable 
public curiosity?

A congressional committee took 
a hand, summoned witnesses, and 
denounced the South Improve- 
ment scheme as a steal and a con- 
spiracy. A blacklist was spread 
broadcast against directors of 
South Improvement. It was John 
D’s first bath in antagonistic ink. 
Archbold and Rogers Won Over. 

Among the independent refiners 
who fought the scheme were H, 
H. Rogers; of Charles Pratt and 
Company, of New York, and John 
D. Archbold. Rockefeller and Rog- 
ers first met during this “oil war 
of 1872” as it was christened. Soon 
they were to bury the hatchet and 
join forces. 

Archbold was an independent 
Creek refiner, an active, efficient, 
swaggering young man. John D. 
had met him a couple of years 
before in the oil regions. As he 
stepped up to register in a crude 
hotel, Rockefeller noted a name 
written in bold, flowing capitals: 

“John D. Archbold, $4 a bbl.” 
- Rockefeller sought out the other 
John D. and that evening marked 
Archbold as a man of whom to 
take note. Later Archbold became 
one of Rockefeller’s right bowers 
in Standard Oil. 

So’ ferocious was the public out- 
‘cry against the. South Improve- 
ment scheme that even the mighty 
oil-hauling railroad overlords 
turned turtle. 

On March 25, 1872, the railroads 
formally pledged themselves to 
handle the transportation of oil 
“on a basis of perfect equality to 
all shippers,.producers and refin- 
ers.” So the South Improvement 
scheme as such died a-borning. 

Rockefeller had sown hatred 
and distrust of himself and his 
associates. 

But his Standard Oil Company 
had emerged from the fa frame 
of South Improvement the only 
material winner. 

And the 33-year-old Cleveland 
refiner had far-reaching dreams 
and schemes.

Among the measures which. may 
be involved in this procedure are 
the supreme court ‘reorganization 
bill, the new wages-and-hours 
legislation, the agricultural act of 
1937, the’ $1,500,000,000 work-re- 
lief bill and Mr. Roosevelt’s 
sweeping plans to reorganize the 
structure of the federal govern- 
ment. 

Virtually all of the administra- 
tion’s legislative slate now is being 
battered by a coalition of revolt- 
ing Democrats and Republicans. 
The uprising began as soon as the 
President, in a surprise move, 
called for an expansion of the 
United States supreme court. Be- 
fore the chief executive’s bill to 
achieve this objective could even 
be reported unfavorably by the 
senate judiciary committee, the 
house sunk its teeth into a meas- 
ure to place the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps on a permanent 


basis. 
CCC Example. 

Mr. Roosevelt wanted the CCC 
as a permanent agency. The house’ 
voted ‘to extend the life of the 
CCC only two years, cut Director 
Robert Fechner’s salary $2,000 
and so emasculated the bill that 
it is doubtful if Mr. Roosevelt rec- 
ognized his pet proposal. 

The senate approved the Fech- 
ner salary cut, voted to make the 
corps a permanent agency and the 
bill was sent to conference. 
days of deliberations an agree- 
ment was reached to extend the 
act only three years. It was the 
chief executive’s first brush with 
the “third house” this session and 
he lost. 

How Device Works. 

The conference committee is a 
parliamentary device to harmon- 
ize conflicting views between the 
two houses on legislation which 
each has enacted in a_ slightly 
different form. Theoretically, the 
conferees are chosen by Vice 
Presiderit John N. Garner, pre- 
siding officer of the senate, and 
by Spéaker William B. Bankhead, 
Democrat, Alabama, of thé house. 
Actually, however, the selection 
usually-is made by the chairman 
of the cédmmittee which reports 
the legistation in quéstion. 

For example, the conferees on 
the President’s supreme court re- 
organization measure—if it passes 
both houses—will members. of 
the house and senate judiciary 
committees. The majority of the 
conferees are of the political 
faith “of the current’ administra- 


‘tion and: usually are selected ac- 


cording to their rank on the com- 
mittee. 

Likewise, the chairman of the 
committee usually seeks to: name 
conferees in sympathy with the 
administration’s view on the leg- 
islation involved. Thus, the “third 
house” becomes the administra- 
tion’s ace-in-the-hole. It was used 
effectively by. the first New Deal 
in salv such legislation as 
the “death sentence” public util- 


ity act. 
Garner Has Power. 

The presiding officer of either 
house is not required to accept 
the committee chairman’s list of 
conferees. While such acceptance 
ustally is foutine, Vice President 
Garner in the early days of the 
New Deal, startled the senate by 
announcing that henceforth he

Thus, it will be within Garner’s 


‘power to name conferees on the 
‘supreme court bill, the wWwages- 


and-hours. bill if and when these 
and other controversial bills are 
passed by the two houses, who 
are in sympathy with Mr. Roose- 
velt’s views. Speaker oe 
can do likewise. 

The conferees word is not final 
and they must submit their re- 
ports to their respective houses 
for final approval.

If you can’t keep sweet with- 
out candy, you will be delighted 
to know that candy calories are 
not taboo on a reducing diet. 
This in response to an honest 
reducer who writes frankly, “You 
know we crave candy and eat it 
are sly, so why not write about 
‘Now that the forbidden subject 
has been broached, you may have 
candy—with reservations. You 
cannot go on chocolate binges and 
expect to cope with embonpoint— 
not with assorted chocolates 
counting 2,880 calories per pound! 
However, you can have one or two 


the meal, if that is your idea of 
dessert. In fact, an excellent plan 
for the candy-craver is to take the 
100 or 200 dessert calories in 
candy. Don’t trust yourself with 
+ ar en a might not stop 
until get to the bottom of it! 
And never keep a box of choco- 
lates at your elbow! 

Here is a plan that works like 
a charm. Put yourself on a candy 
allowance and count it in the day’s 
total calories. Then leave the 
table before dessert is served, and 
have your one or two pieces of 
candy in the living room. All 
through the spinach and carrots 
you can look forward to the candy. 
and this concentrated sweet after 
dinner increases the satiety value 
of the meal 

This modest provision for candy 
is included in your carbohydrate 
allowance. Even while reducing, 
your diet must contain some car- 


bohydrate. Many of you believe 


‘|that a reducing diet condemns you 


to go without sugar or starch in 
any form—bread, cereal, potatq 
etc. As a matter of fact, you can- 
not safely reduce without some 
sugar and starch. While reducing 
the body is forced to burn its own 
fat, and fat does not burn com- 
pletely without carbohydrates. It 
has been aptly said that “fat 
burns in a fire of carbohydrates,” 
and a diet too low in this fuel food 
will produce acidosis.

You do not, however, need to 
go out of your way to get your 
carbohydrates, since it is supplied 
in the fresh - fruits, vegetables, 
bread and cereal which are an es- 
sential part of the adequate re- 
ducing diet. 

There is one important point to 
be considered in connegtion with 
the use of candy or other concen- 
trated carbohydrates on a low 
calorie diet. Candy is pure cal- 
ories, containing none of the vita- 
mins or minerals available in less 
concentrated carbohydrates, such 
as fruits. While carbohydrates 
may make up half your reduc- 
ing calories, only a part -of them 
must be in concentrated sweets, 
otherwise you will miss your min- 
erals and vi If you take 


your sweet tooth but you will lose 
all thé others—as well as your 
schoolgirl complexion. Health and 
beauty demand that you include 
a good percentage of your carbohy- 
drates in the form of fruits, vege- 
tables, milk and whole grain. 

Chocolate candy is the most fat- 
tening, due to its high calorie 
content. Candy made from sugar, 
water and flavoring is much safer 
in a slimming diet. Dr. E. V. Mc- 
Collum’s dietetic rule of “Eat what 
you want after you have eaten 
what you should” applies to candy. 
Don’t exceed your carbohydrate 
quota—for excess candy calories 
make double chins!

170,000 See Record of 
113.580 M. P. H. Set 
for 500 Miles.

Victory finally caught up with 
dapper Wilbur Shaw, of Indian- 
apolis today after seven attempts 
to win the Indianapolis 500-mile 
race, America’s classic of the 
speedways. 

In a record-breaking perform- 
ance, Shaw roared to triumph, 
finishing by the _ inconceivably 
close margin of two seconds ahead 
of the veteran Ralph Hepburn, of 
Los Angeles. Their thrilling duel 
kept a record-breaking crowd of 
170,000 spectators roaring in their 
excitement in the dramatic closing 
miles of the race. 

Hepburn, overcome by heat mid- 
way in the race, climbed back in 
his car to drive the remaining 87 
miles and fought it out with Shaw 
every inch of the way. Only 14 
seconds separated them when they 
started their last two laps and he 
continued his desperate challenge 
until the, finish. 

FASTEST TIME YET. 
Shaw covered the 500 miles 
faster than any driver ever whirl- 
ed around this two and a half-mile 
brick course before. This time 
was 4:24:07.81 to average 113.580 
miles an hour, eclipsing the pre- 
vious record of 109.069 miles an 
hour established by Louis Meyer, 
of Huntington Park, Cal., in win- 
ning the event a year ago. 

Ted Horn, of Los Angeles, fin- 
ished third with Meyer fourth, 
nearly 10 miles back of the flying 
leaders. Cliff Bergere, of Los An- 
geles, took fifth, and “Wild Bill”. 
Cummings, of Indianapolis, one of 
the pre-race favorites, pulled up 
sixth. Billy Devore, of Kansas 
City, finished seventh; Tony Gu- 
lotta, of Kansas City, eighth; 
George Connor, of San Bernardi- 
no, Cal., ninth, and Louis Tomei, 
of Los Angeles, tenth. 

Nineteen of the original 33 
starters survived the gruelling 
grind. The blazing heat and the 
terrific speed knocked out 14 cars.

Not long ago, a school 
asked me: 

“Is it true that some of the early 
animals, like dinosaurs, are still 
living in wild parts of the earth?” 

The giant dinosaurs of long ago 
—like the Thunder Lizard and the 
Tyrant Lizard—have not been seen 
in modern times. Scientists say 
that the last of them died millions 
of year ago. Today we find their 
bones, but not their bodies.

Living now, however, are rep-| 


tiles which are like the old-time 
dinosaurs in some ways, though 
not nearly so large as the big ones 
I have named. Lizards, alligators 
and crocodiles may be classed as 
distant relatives of the dinosaur 
family. 

On and around the Galapagos 
islands are animals known as 


dinosaurs than any other animal@ 
living today. ' 
The sea iguana is a large lizard. 
which spends most of its time. 
around the coasts of the islands, 
It basks in the sun while on the 
beach, or after it swims to rocks: 
off the shore. . 
Despite its name, the sea iguana 
does not swim far out in the water... F 
This seems to be due in part to - 
its fear of sharks. High waves, or ~ 
“breakers,” supply another reason = 
for not going far from shore—. =~ 
since the animal finds it hard to. ° 
swim in rough water. é 
Sea iguanas are black, with 
reddish-brown blotches, during: 
most of the year. In one season,’ 
they have green blotches. Most of, 
their food is “sea lettuce,” and 
they like to feed on this plant at- 
low tide, when it is left exposed. 
on the beach. ' 
Another kind of lizard, the land 
iguana, climbs hills and rocks on 
the Galapagos islands. Its body is 
reddish, but there is yellow color- 
ing about its head and feet. It 
feeds largely on cactus plants, 
eating the pads, the flowers and’ 
the fruits. Sometimes it climbs 
trees and browses on the leaves. 
William Beebe, a scientist who 
has written a fine book about the 
Galapagos islands, tells of seeing 
an iguana “20 feet up a Maytena- 
tree.”

Patrolman Elliott has been 
studying for several months at the 
Northwestern University Traffic 
Safety Institute on a Kemper 
Foundation fellowship and was 
graduated last week. 
Not only did Patrolman Elliott 
return with a diploma, key and 
a collegiate atmosphere, but he 
brought with him the news that 
officers over the country who 
graduate from the traffic safety 
institute plan to form a fraternity 
of Kemper fellows. 

To Teach “Rookies.” 
Chief M. A. Hornsby, who went 
to Evanston to attend Patrolman 
Elliott’s graduation and to study 
the now famous Evanston sys- 
tem of safety and traffic control, 
declared yesterday he intends to 
make Elliott a permanent instruc- 
tor in the police school and will 
use him to teach “rookie” police- 
men. 
Armed with the latest data on 
the way Evanston solved its traf- 
fic and - safety problem, Chief 
Hornsby announced an order for 
more rigid enforcement of Atlan- 
ta’s traffic laws. 
Atlanta, which has been placed 
under the Evanston system by 
Lieutenant Frank Kreml, its orig-

chief declared. 
Progress Cited. 

“We have made much: progress 
in reducing accident, injuries and 
deaths within Atlanta,” the chief 
said, “but-there is still a lot of 
room for improvement and we can 
make this improvement only by 
obeying traffic laws. We are still 
not going on an ‘arrest drive,’ but 
are asking the permanent co-oper- 
ation of citizens here in helping 
the department reduce the death 
and injury toll.” 

Six traffic deaths occurred with- 
in the city limits of Atlanta dur- 
ing May of this year as compared 
with ten for the corresponding 
month last year. There were 139 
persons injured and 500 accidents 
during last month, while May, 
1936, brought a total of only 80 
injured and 370 accidents, 

21 Dead in 1937. 

So far this year 21 persons have 
died in traffic injuries in the city, 
with 622 injured in 1,946 acci- 
dents. During the same _ period 
last year 36 deaths were recorded, 
with 507 injured and 1,843 acci- 
dents. 

Last week end brought a total 
of 100 deaths in automobile acci- 
dents throughout the nation. In 
New York, Louis Pink, state life 
insurance superintendent, forecast 
a one-third increase in auto deaths 
for 1937. The National Safety 
Council, however, declared it was 
heartened by a 4 per cent decrease 
in deaths during April.
